SENATE BILL No. 1461

SEcTION Chapter (commencing Sec- 
tion 1095) added Division the Agricul- 
tural Code, read: 


CHAPTER 78. LIVESTOCK REMEDIES 
Article Definitions and General Provisions 


1095. The provisions this article govern the 
construction this chapter unless contrary 
intention clearly appears. 


1095.1 “Livestock” includes all animals and 
poultry raised, kept, used for profit and does 
not include those species usually kept pets, 
such dogs, cats, and pet birds. 


1095.2. “Drug” means any substance intended 
for use the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, pre- 
vention, treatment disease, and any sub- 
stance, other than food and water, intended 
affect the structure function the body 
any livestock. 


1095.3. remedy” means all drugs, 
combinations drugs, proprietary medicines, 
and combinations drugs and other ingredients 
which are prepared for administration live- 
stock orally, hypodermically, otherwise.

For each such region there shall advisory 
committee. The regional advisory committee 
shall consist nine persons which shall include 
health officer, representative the medical 
profession, veterinarian, the mayor the city 
having the largest population the area, the 
chairman the board supervisors the 
county having the largest population the area, 
and such representatives the livestock indus- 
try, civic, dog owning, and humane groups 
may appointed the director serve with- 
out but shall reimbursed for 
actual and necessary expenses incurred during 
service the committee. The status area 
rabies area shall terminate the end 
one year from the date the declaration unless, 
not earlier than two months prior the end 
such year, again declared rabies 
area the manner provided this section. 
however, the director any time finds and 
declares that area has ceased rabies 


area its status such shall terminate upon the 
date such declaration. 


Sec. Section 1920 added said code, 
read: 


1920. rabies areas: 


(a) Every dog owner, after his dog attains the 
age four months, shall annually secure li- 
cense for said dog. License fees shall fixed 
the responsible city, city and county, 
county, amount not exceed limitations 
otherwise prescribed state law city, city 
county, county charter.

(f) shall the responsibility each city, 
county, city and county provide dog vac- 
cination clinics, arrange for dog vaccina- 
tion clinics operated veterinary groups 
associations, held strategic locations through- 
out each city, city and county, county. The 
vaccination and licensing procedures may 
combined single operation such clinics. 
charge excess actual cost shall made 
for any one vaccination such clinic. 
owner dog shall required have his 
dog vaccinated public clinic the owner 
elects have the dog vaccinated licensed 
veterinarian the owner’s choice. 

All public clinics shall required operate 
under antiseptic immunization conditions com- 
parable those used the vaccination 
human beings.

Brucellosis Control Areas 


The California Department Agriculture, 
through action State Director Agricul- 
ture Jacobsen, has established coun- 
ties brucellosis control areas under the pro- 
visions law enacted the 1957 State Legis- 
lature. 

The department said the establishment 
the counties marks another big forward 
step the campaign eradicate brucellosis 
disease cattle California. 

The action the director was taken follow- 
ing the filing petitions from livestock men 
the counties requesting the action, and 
the taking testimony public hearings 
Redding and Sacramento upon proposed bru- 
cellosis regulations. 

The counties established brucellosis con- 
trol areas are Alpine, Butte, Del Norte, Hum- 
boldt, Inyo, Lassen, Marin, Modoc, Mono, 
Nevada, Plumas, Sierra, Siskiyou, Shasta, 
Sutter, Tehama, Trinity and Yuba. 

The action will permit cattle owners the 
counties proceed with brucellosis cer- 
tification program, line with uniform meth- 
ods being followed over the country. The new 
program will prevent undue hardship and 
losses dairy cattle owners who ship milk 
into other states and will also benefit beef 
cattlemen who move their cattle across state 
lines for grazing purposes. 

The regulations impose restrictions the 
movement cattle into the counties de- 
clared control areas. 


Unidentified Lamb 
Disease Uncovered 


unidentified lamb disease has been un- 
covered University California veterinary 
researchers. The bacteria-caused disease has 
already taken heavy toll the lamb flock 
pastured the Davis campus. About out 
160 lambs have died since June this 
year, disclosed Dr. Peter Kennedy the 
School Veterinary Medicine. The attack 
seems have eased recently; deaths 
have occurred since August 

Only lambs were affected. Unlike most out- 
breaks this sort, the disease did not sweep 
through the flock, causing mass deaths. This 
attack was more like that sniper with 
rifle, said Kennedy; only one two lambs 
were hit each day. 

Death was almost certain once this unique 
disease took hold, said the Davis pathologist. 
There were mild cases. However, strepto- 
mycin proved successful treatment and 
saved many stricken lambs. 

The disease followed pattern, continued 
Kennedy. The first sign infection was usu- 
ally lameness, soon followed rise tem- 
perature 106 107 degrees. Within six 
eight hours the lamb died. Autopsies showed 
that the liver, joints and muscles were the 
parts most severely damaged. 

The investigators have been able place 
the marauding organism specific bacteria 
group. But doesn’t seem act like other or- 
ganisms the group. The bacteria 
tremendous rate within the lamb’s body,” 
said Kennedy. 

How does the disease spread?

Urinalysis The Proteinurias 

The major mechanisms responsible for true 
proteinuria renal origin are: (1) altered 
glomerular permeability with the leakage 
large quantities protein into the filtrate; 
and (2) tubular changes which may introduce 
inflammatory exudates into the filtrate 
allow the naturally occurring albumin, which 
present all glomerular filtrates, escape 
tubular absorption. Electrophoretic studies 
urinary proteins indicate that the major frac- 
tion protein renal disease plasma 
albumin with proportionately smaller in- 
creases the globulin fraction. 

Accidental false proteinuria results from 
the presence inflammatory exudates 
blood contaminating the urine conditions 
involving the lower urinary tract such pye- 
litis, cystitis, vaginitis, prostatitis, tumors, etc. 
voided urine samples, the first urine should 
discarded since pus cells and mucous may 
present the urethra, vagina prepuce. 

Alteration glomerular permeability may 
transient permanent, infectious non- 
infectious. Proteinurias resulting from primary 
acute and subacute glomerulo-nephritis are 
rare domestic animals, occurring mainly 
from bacterial infections metastatic origin. 
Chronic glomerulo-nephritis, however, ob- 
served the canine secondary progres- 
sive chronic interstitial nephritis. Proteinuria 
human glomerulo-nephritis and rarely results 
clinical edema. Proteinuria is, however, 
serious nature the rare glomerulosclerosis 
which results from the continuous hyper- 
cholesterolemia canine diabetes mellitus 
and hypothyroidism. The 
amyloidosis complicating many chronic debili- 
tating syndromes another instance which 
proteinuria may great magnitude. The 
absence proteinuria need not exclude 
glomerulosclerosis diabetes, nor should the 
presence protein the urine conclusively 
indicate its occurrence. After preliminary in- 
sulin therapy, concentrated urine may 
tested for the presence protein without the 
complicating diuresis glycosuria. Marked 
proteinuria, however, should viewed with 
great concern and may call for poor prog- 
nosis diabetes mellitus. 

Other well-known causes glomerular al- 
teration are the circulatory changes found 
hypertension, excessive exercise racing 
dogs, and the convulsions distemper; local 
generalized asphyxia from advanced pneu- 
monia and heart disease; acute acidosis; and 
damage from circulating abnormal metabo- 
lites produced many infectious diseases. 

Acute interstitial nephritis encountered 
canine Leptospira canicola infections com- 
monly produces marked proteinuria. Tubular 
insufficiency regards protein reabsorption 
from the glomerular filtrate, addition in- 


flammatory exudation into the filtrate, most 
likely accounts for this urinary protein loss. 
the fibrotic kidneys compensated chronic 
interstitial nephritis, the and protein- 
urias encountered may attributable only 
the lack protein reabsorption without any 
tubular exudation secondary glomerular 
changes. advanced cases, interference with 
glomerular hemodynamics and permeability 
may important factor. experimental 
animals, using variety histochemical, 
enzymatic and immunologic techniques, has 
been demonstrated that proteins passing the 
glomerular filter were part absorbed the 
proximal convoluted tubule cells with al- 
teration the cytological pattern. the ca- 
pacity the tubules absorb protein the 
usual process was exceeded, accessory 
mechanism droplet formation was apparent. 
Proteinuria from nephrotic degeneration 
the tubules such agents mercury, turpen- 
tine, arsenic, lead, ether and sulfonamides are 
well known. The presence Bence-Jones pro- 
tein cases multiple myeloma can 
detected heating the urine 60°C. and 
observing flocculent precipitate which partly 
disappears acidified and heated 100°C. 


Protein detection urinalysis: The urine 
should filtered centrifuged prior test- 
ing remove cellular material containing 
proteins. positive test for albumin would 
entail its characterization electrophoretically 
its physical properties of: positive for 
heat coagulability; soluble salt-free water 
(after dialysis); and precipitation solution 
over per cent saturation with ammonium 
sulfate. Globulins will respond positively 
all the same rapid tests described below simi- 
larly albumin, except that globulins may 
precipitated selectively from albumin 
per cent saturated solution ammonium 
sulfate. 


The following rapid tests for proteinuria 
are available the veterinary practitioner: 


Robert’s ring test: Stratify urine slowly 
means pipette over ml.
